COMPREHENS 


HE London County Council School Plan, 

. formulated in 1947, visualizes provision for 
sixty-seven comprehensive schools and the enlarge- 
ment of some thirty-six other voluntary schools. 
The density is about one of these schools to every 
square mile of the County. 

A comprehensive school is one which will provide 
facilities for “all forms of secondary education, 
academic, commercial, technical and general.” As 
all these activities and the requirements of a certain 
age group within a population of some 50,000 (an 
average for each square mile) have to be catered for 
at one and the same time, the facilities for secondary 
education must be concentrated either in units of 
about 2,200 pupils each (one per square mile) or 
split up into smaller units, nearer in size to the 
secondary schools of the past, of about 750 pupils 
each, or about three to the square mile. The L.C.C. 
has decided to adopt the first alternative, and 
preparation work for some six or seven major 
secondary schools is now proceeding. 

The Educational Committee of the Council say 
that these new large-type schools will offer to a large 
community of varying aptitudes and abilities a richer 
life than has been previously possible “in the 
sheltered atmosphere of the small functional grammar 
school with its restricted range of entry or in the 
inadequately equipped modern secondary school 
with its lack of facilities for the full development of 
the child.” It is further suggested that it is possible 
to break down the large units of the comprehensive 
schools into small internal groups of different ages 
“for social and other purposes, to ensure that no 
child feels lost in a large community. . . . There is 
no reason to believe that in the comprehensive high 
school the child will feel the lack of the family 


IVE SCHOOLS 


atmosphere which is so valuable a feature of the best 
secondary schools.” 

However much it may be felt that the system 
proposed by the L.C.C. is based on unresolved 
arguments and upon a somewhat mixed psychological 
theory, or whatever sympathy or disagreement with 
the policy is felt by educational authorities—and it 
is our object here to try to avoid both expertese and 
politics—the problems for the architects, whether 
they be “ official” or “ private” would seem to be, 
as raised by the comprehensive schools, a little 
staggering to contemplate. Apart, altogether, from 
difficulties which beset the town planner in finding 
sites adequate for such large units in the right 
locations, the design of buildings to house 2,200 
adolescents at the most impressionable age, together 
with some hundred staff, is a large problem. 

That such a building, like any other, can be 
planned more or less to fit its function and to work 
is, of course, fully possible. But what is such an 
educational factory to look like ? What is to be its 
real expression and atmosphere—its psychological 
effect on the educators and the educated ? Breaking 
down into groups does not get over the effects of 
over-long corridors, of over-many rooms, windows, 
doors, over-much noise, bustle and over-far travel 
distances in the midst of a large mass of building and 
of mass-herding. That is one of the architect’s 
problems. How must he set about it? Where 
should he stand with these apparent differences in 
what should be, presumably, a unification of educa- 
tion, culture and democracy ? 

The sites for the schools in the present programme 
vary between about 5} acres and some 10 acres. 
Where the sites are most congested some of the 
buildings will have to go up to nine storeys. In 
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general it seems that the new buildings will be of 
reinforced concrete, with decorative furnishings and 
other details kept down to a minimum in order to 
be within reasonable current cost limits; in this 
connection it is perhaps necessary to recall that the 
Ministry’s standard price per place is £240, whereas 
the estimates for the L.C.C. schools as planned, show 
that only one of the six comes within this figure and 
that two which are over twice the standard figure 
have been withdrawn, it is understood, for further 
consideration of this point. It is therefore quite 
evident that the architect who makes any attempt 
to alleviate the effects of mass-concentration and to 
see that the “‘ lowest-common-denominator ” appear- 
ance is not the only law that may govern his design 
and the ultimate human products that emerge from 
it, will have a very difficult problem for which to 
find a solution. In addition he will not be helped 
by the political sniping that is and has been centred 
around this problem. Or, incidentally, by the 
differences which seem to exist between education-

of the Festival of Britain Architecture Exhibition. 
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alists themselves as to the wisdom or effects of 
comprehensive concentrations. 


The architect should be instructed with clarity 
and must have faith and trust in both those who 
instruct him and in the terms of the instructions. 
He is an exponent of the most humanitarian pro- 
fession, and in the present case of the L.C.C. schools 
he will find himself wondering whether the humanities 
can be expounded in buildings that are difficult to 
humanize and whether real education in any subject 
is by pumping or absorption. 


If the architect is sincere he cannot but have some 
interest in the effects of his building on the minds 
of the occupants and an extended interest in the 
later-life results of these effects. All we have read 
and seen on this question so far has not enlightened 
us much on this vexed matter of architectural expres- 
sion in schools and whether very large compre- 
hensive school buildings can have an atmosphere of 
suitable quality for higher education.

FESTIVAL PLAN 

A special edition of Plan has been produced with a fore- 
word by Hugh Casson. The object is, as far as I can see, 
to put the seal of student approval on South Bank archi- 
tecture. If the text roots for British architecture the 
pictures do not help much, being all little above postage 
stamp size. The writers, who are nameless, except as a 
group, have allowed their pens to flow freely... “We 
must curb our desire for individuality, and under the 
cloak of anonymity, co-operate with our fellow designers 
to achieve this unified and comprehensive design lan- 
guage,” ... etc. I am delighted to hear that some day 
“modern architecture will possess the maturity wherein 
it is able to erect monuments having no function,” but 
what does it mean? “To learn from the South Bank,” 
says the same anonymous writer, striving to curb his desire 
for individuality and succeeding beyond all his dreams, 
“and to assess our hopes for the future, it is necessary 
first to criticize, for even here there is much to condemn.” 
Here I expected something really good but no criticisms 
followed. 

I am glad that the body of student opinion represented 
by Plan likes the South Bank architecture but I think that 
they are shown to be singularly lacking in sense of humour 
to say so in such very pretentious and condescending 
terms. 


BRIDGES 

National Trusts, Ministries of Protection or no, many 
of our road bridges must either be replaced or supple- 
mented. Marlow bridge is still in danger and there are 
dozens of others. New bridges in this country, as I have 
said before, are often bad bridges. Look at our record on 
the Thames! Orley Bridge is one of the problems, some 
say widen it, some say tear it down, and others build 
another bridge near it as they have done at Ilkley. 
“ Although I grant their new one is a monstrous thing 
which would be more at home in Blackpool than in 
Wharfedale,” said one councillor.. Such comment could 
not go unchallenged, and a former chairman of the Ilkley 
Council said that he could see nothing “ monstrous” about 
it and it appeared to be a well-constructed bridge. The 
chairman of the Ilkley Chamber of Trade considered it a 
very good bridge, while the Council’s Surveyor described 
the design as very pleasant. 

I must try to obtain a picture of it so that you may 
judge for yourselves. The fact remains that we have few 
modern bridges to which we can point with justifiable 
pride.

The Cement and 
Concrete Association ran a competition, but the results 
were rather disappointing. What about a refresher course 
in bridge design for architects and engineers?

I would very much like to know 
how many of our schools of building at present include 
instruction in the use of these tools. I guess not many. 


FESTIVAL SOUVENIRS 


When the Festival souvenirs idea was first mentioned 
we were promised a C.o.I.D. sponsored exhibition of all 
the approved designs. If there has been one I have missed 
it. It is well known that the majority of the designs sub- 
mitted were of a very low standard but there were also 
one or two good ones. For example, I have seen some 
Wedgwood mugs and some pottery figures by Ursula & 
Norman Mommens. The Festival has only two months to 
run but it would still be worthwhile photographing and 
publishing the best twenty-five designs. We are, too, 
entitled to some explanation as to why there has been 
no exhibition. If, as I suspect, it is because of the lack of 
interest of manufacturers or their bad designing then the 
country should be told in big letters. 


HANOVER BUILDING EXHIBITION 


An important building exhibition has just been held in 
Hanover. It is said to have been the largest building 
exhibition held in Germany since 1913. Judging from 
pictures alone it was a most un-commercial show where 
materials, methods of construction and plant were allowed 
to speak for themselves without elaborate display or adver- 
tising matter. Special exhibits included a Berlin pavilion 
of steel and glass, very much in the Mies van der Rohe 
manner by the brothers Lockhardt, and a very large 
covered viewing platform in pre-stressed concrete by 
engineers Finsterwalder and Pistor.

Comprehensive Secondary 
Schools 


In reply to a question by Mr. T. 
Magnus Wechsler at the meeting of the 
Council on Tuesday, July 31, chairman 
of the Education Committee, Mr. R.

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This view shows clearly the main restaurant with balcony restaurant supported free of the windows. 
The windows face the river and Bailey Bridge. Construction generally consists of the simplest steel 
frame with upper floors of precast concrete units and roof of wood wool slabs covered with roofing felt. 


Walls are generally of breeze blocks rendered or covered with asbestos and windows are of steel, aluminium 
or wood. 


Returning to the picture, finishes are: Ceiling—acoustic tiles. Soffit of balcony projections painted 


bright red ; sides—white. Columns faced in marble and mahogany. Ceiling light fittings are of Pytram 
with coloured plastic lenses.

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SCHOOLS 


The work of preparing and carrying out the schemes is under the direction of the Architect to the Council, 
ROBERT H. MATTHEW, and the Deputy Architect, J. L. MARTIN. The work is being carried out in the 
Schools Division of the Department directed by the Schools Architect, S. HOWARD, the Assistant Schools 
Architect, F. G. WEST, and the Principal Assistant, K. J. CAMPBELL. 


MPHASIS on the L.C.C. building programmes to 

date has been on the need for additional primary 
school places, although work has already begun on the 
construction of two new comprehensive secondary schools 
—at Woodberry Down, Stoke Newington, and at Kid- 
brooke, Woolwich. Proposals and estimates have also 
been approved this year for Tulse Hill Secondary School, 
Lambeth, which will be the County complement to St. 
Martin’s High School for Girls. Emphasis is now chang- 
ing from primary to secondary school construction since, 
with much new and rebuilt primary school accommoda- 
tion provided or in course of preparation, the need for 
post-primary school buildings is becoming predominant. 
At their meeting on Fuly 17, the L.C.C. considered esti- 
mates for four new major secondary schools, and these 
form the subject of this article. 


Putney Park Lane School 


The site for this new comprehensive high school for 
2,210 boys and girls is situated just north of Putney 
Heath. The school will be part of a general development 
of the Putney Park Lane area consisting mainly of housing 
in blocks of flats but with some cottage dwellings. The 
site for the school—approximately nine acres in extent— 
is roughly rectangular in shape, sloping sharply to the 
north-east. It is pleasantly planted, and every effort has 
been made to preserve as much of these amenities as 
possible in the planning of the school. 

The school is one of the largest of the new mixed com- 
prehensive high schools, and advantage has been taken of 
the sloping ground to place accommodation beneath the 
main teaching block to give a most economical plan. 

The plans are illustrated on pages 146 and 147. A 
different approach from that used at the Strand (pages 
148 and 149) was made to the planning problem, thus 
the teaching accommodation has been “ double-banked” 
about a central communication space. By adopting this 
method it was found possible to reduce the height of the 
teaching block to four main storeys and to avoid the 
necessity for lifts. In addition to the main teaching block 
two other main elements in the plan consist of the work- 
shops and gymnasia and the main Assembly Hall. The

latter is connected to the teaching units by a block con- 
taining the main public entrance, administration and 
library accommodation. 

The teaching spaces have been placed within the four- 
storey block, the main specialist rooms, i.e., housecraft 
and arts and crafts, being at each end, with the science 
laboratories and lecture rooms grouped in suites on the 
top floor at the head of each staircase. There is, in 
addition, a small geography suite at roof level to allow 
meteorological observations to be taken on the roof. 

The area of site surrounding the buildings is sufficient 
to enable fully adequate hard paved dispersal Spaces to 
be provided—separated to avoid any suggestion of a 

“Yard” environment—and ground is still available for 
planting and garden purposes. 

Strand School, Lambeth 

The site for this high school for 2,210 boys is situated 
to the west of Tulse Hill within a short distance of Brock- 
well Park. 

Although the largest type of comprehensive high school, 
this building had to be planned on a site originally less 
than seven acres. 

These conditions dictated a solution entailing the 
greatest possible degree of concentrated planning to ensure 
that an adequate area of site was left for dispersal play- 
area and some amenity spaces. he scheme resolved 
itself, therefore, into three main elements : (i) a teaching 
block 9-storeys high; (ii) a lower unit at one end of the 
teaching block containing administration, dining and 
kitchen accommodation, the main Assembly Hall and the 
Drama Hall; and (ii) a large workshop wing, attached to 
this unit of the plan but structurally separate from the rest 
of the building. At the other end of the main teaching 
block, five gymnasia are raised above the ground on 
columns with changing rooms beneath. This enables a 
considerable area of covered play space to be formed 
adjacent to the main paved outdoor zone, thus increasing 
this vitally necessary provision on a very small site. 

The main 9-storey teaching block has the ground 
floor devoted to cloakroom and main sanitary accom- 
modation. Four vertical communication units are pro- 
vided each consisting of a lift (to take thirty children)

The site for this school is not occupied by any existing

girls on a site of approximately 54 acres. 


The plan adopted consists of three main elements—a 
teaching block, an Assembly Hall block, and a physical 
education unit. 

The teaching block is four storeys high thus avoiding 
the use of lifts, with the classrooms placed around a cen 


tral communication space. This block is planned to face 
the public park, and the greater part of the teaching 
rooms faces that direction, while advantage is taken of the 
fall in the site to place some further teaching rooms under 
one end of the block. Two staircases are provided, with 
cloakroom and sanitary accommodation on each floor

The Assembly Hall is designed to give the 
possible degree of flexibility for various uses. Generally, 
it consists of a central area or “ core” with a sunk ramped 
floor provided with fixed seating. This area is quite small 
and will accommodate approximately 500 persons. The 
“core” is the only part of the hall designed to be of the 
normal auditorium height. It therefore projects above 
the surrounding building and permits light and natural 
ventilation to be brought to this central unit. It is also 
intended to provide temporary screens to enable this sec- 
tion to be isolated from the remainder of the hall for 
dramatic performances, etc. 

The rest of the Assembly Hall area consists of a large 
platform, a foyer, and side spaces flanking the inner audi 
torixm, all at the same level. All these areas will have 
removable seating, which, together with the fixed seating 
in the “core,” will enable the whole school to sit for 
assembly. With the seating removed, the spaces will be 
available for teaching activities, i.e.,'the platform for music, 
and the foyer space for physical education. The foyer 
and side spaces are also to be used for dining 

The Assembly Hall unit leads by staircases to chan 
rooms at a lower level planned to serve the three gym 
in addition to the Assembly Hall. The gymnasia 
access directly to the open air on to a terrace and thence 
to three separate paved courts 

In addition to these courts one large paved pitch 1s 
provided behind the teaching block. The remainder of 
the site is laid out with stone-paved areas, paths, and with 
@ generous provision of plants and shrubs, etc. 


Kings Park School, Woolwich 


The site for this comprehensive High School for 2,210 
boys and girls is part—amounting to ten acres—of a 23 
acre open space situated between Eltham Hill and Eltham 
Green to the north, Middle Park Avenue to the west, 
and Queencroft Road to the east 


The design solution adopted provides the bulk of the 
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teaching accommodation in a 6-storey block, with wings 
of @ similar height at each end. The main Assembly Hall 
is placed in the centre of the main block, with ancillary 
accommodation in separate structures dispersed over the 
site. 

This solution, involving vertical concentration of 
accommodation, was selected as it eases the circulation 
problem by eliminating “spread” and therefore long 
corridors, and also results in a high degree of economy 
in site coverage. 

The teaching and administration accommodation is 
planned within the main structure so as to arrange as 
nearly as possible a balanced series of teaching spaces on 
each floor. Vertical communication is provided by two 
main staircases with two lifts (30 children) each, at the 
intersection of the main block with the wings. 
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Dining and sanitary accommodation is dispersed 
throughout the building, with cloakrooms concentrated at 
the lowest levels. The gymmnasia are decentralized and 
dispersed about the site in relation to the hard paved 
“play spaces” to take advantage of the latter for physical 
training in the open. The workshops are also placed 
separately in their own building. 

Construction 

The structure of the main buildings of these schools 
will be in reinforced concrete framing generally with light 
prefabricated facing panels and metal windows. Facing 
brickwork will also be used. 

The new buildings for Lewisham Prendergast School 
are to be constructed of a light prefabricated steel frame 
and faced with prefabricated units both glazed and solid.

British Standard 743: 1951.

This British Standard was first published in 1937 and re- 
vised in 1941. The present revision extends the scope of 
the standard by including references to British Standards 
for mastic asphalte damp proof courses published since that 
date. Part 2, the Classification of Bitumen damp proof 
courses, now includes two types with an asbestos fibre base. 

The appendix gives guidance on the selection and laying of 

damp proof courses and emphasizes the importance of cor- 

rect mortar composition, and the workmanship used for 
bedding, bricks and slates when laying damp proof courses 
near ground level.

British Standard 1711 : 1951. Solid Rubber Flooring. Price 2/-. 
This British Standard was prepared at the request of the 
Federation of British Rubber Manufacturers’ Associations. 
As the materials used for rubber flooring vary widely, the 
standard has been made sufficiently wide to embrace all 
materials known to be satisfactory. Standards of composi- 
tion, workmanship, colour, thickness and hardness, etc., are 
laid down. The appendices outline methods of measuring 
thickness, accelerated ageing, determination of compression 
set, and water absorption. 


British Standard Code of Practice C.P. (1951). Tile and 

Slab Flooring. Price 3)-. 
This Code of Practice has been prepared by a Committee 
convened by the Royal Institute of British Architects, and 
consists of a main Code and three sub-codes. The main 
code deals with tile and slab flooring in general, and Jays 
down standards of workmanship and recommendations in 
relation to bedding and grouting materials, sub-floors and 
damp proof courses, etc. The sub-codes each constitute 
a code of practice for a particular type of flooring, but 
should be read in conjunction with the main code. The sub- 
codes are as follows—101. Claytile concrete tile and brick 
flooring. 102. Natural stone and cast stone flooring. 103. 
Composition block flooring. Sub-code 101 includes an 
appendix containing suggestions for external pavings.

House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2 Price 1/9. 

Architects are continually comparing the frequent failure 
of external rendered surfaces in this country with their 
more successful counterparts in other European Countries, 
and it is now more widely recognized that failure can be 
avoided if care is taken in choosing the right type of render- 
ing for a particular job, by the careful selection and control 
of the materials used and their application. 

G. E. Bressey, of the Building Research Station, Watford, 

introduces this bulletin with a short history of stucco or 

cement renderings, and refers to the earlier experimental 
work on renderings carried out by the B.R.S. and other 
bodies. The various types of rendered finish are discussed 
with advice on choosing and specifying renderings for speci- 
fic conditions, with particular reference to the importance 
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of the backing materials. Many rendering failures are due 
to the use of unsuitable materials and mixes, these matters 
are dealt with in great detail and a considerable amount of 
valuable advice in the form of recommended specifications 
and mixes is set out in Section 2. Sections 3 and 4 are 
devoted to applying and painting renderings. The Bulletin 
includes a number of excellent photographs of various tex- 
tured renderings, together with some illustrations of com- 
mon failures, and concludes with three pages of valuable 
tabulated information and a short bibliography on the sub- 
ject. This is a very useful publication which should be of 
great assistance to architects and builders, and which should 
do much to raise the standard of rendered finishes in this 
country.

This Digest points out that different woods require different 
paint treatment, according to their structure; it outlines 
the type of paint to be used and deals with both painting 
and repainting of woodwork. It does not cover oiling, stain- 
ing, varnishing or polishing. The recommendations made 
are based largely on the results of practical experience in 
the building industry. Painting practice varies consider- 
ably, and although the methods specifically recommended 
in the Digest would be generally approved, some methods 
not recommended in the Digest might be approved by some 
authorities. 


No. 31. Concrete in Sulphate-bearing Clays and Ground 

waters. 
This Digest is a survey of the conditions under which con- 
crete may suffer deterioration in sulphate-bearing soils, and 
outlines the methods which may be adopted to safeguard 
concrete in such conditions against serious attack. The 
Digest deals only with conditions in soils in which the sul- 
phates occur naturally, and special consideration must be 
given to cases where the ground is found containing in- 
dustrial wastes containing sulphates. The recommenda- 
tions made are based on laboratory tests and on the study 
of examples of sulphate attack submitted to the B.R.S. 
from time to time. Full-scale field tests on this subject 
which were interrupted by the war have not yet been con- 
tinued.

of diocesan resources and, if so, how best this be 
achieved? 
This little booklet is Knapp-Fisher’s answer to the question; 
in a clear and concise manner he suggests the use of modern 
materials, the consideration of limited standardization and 
prefabrication of units, and a simpler approach to church 
design. His views can be summed up in his own words— 
“we should adjust our ideas, and produce churches of 
greater simplicity (for the time being at any rate) shorn of 
most of the old accustomed features we have grown up to 
know, and make use of prefabrication and standardized 
parts, making a virtue of necessity and avoiding a narrow 
orthodoxy.”

On May 9th, 1951, The Lord Mayor of London opened an 
exhibition of Early Wedgwood Pottery at the London show- 
room of Josiah Wedgwood & Sons, Ltd. The exhibition, 
which is the first occasion for more than a century that a 
comprehensive exhibition of Wedgwood has been shown to 
the public in London, will remain open until September 30. 
The publication received is the catalogue of this ex- 
hibition, which represents the work of six generations of 
this world-famous pottery firm, from 1759 to the present 
day. There are also exhibits dating back as far as 1639. 
When Gladstone opened the Wedgwood Museum in Burs- 
lem in 1863 he said: “Josiah Wedgwood was the greatest 
man who ever in any age or country applied himself to the 
important work of uniting art with industry.” This cata- 
logue and the exhibition is a worthy reminder of the skill 
and craftsmanship of Josiah Wedgwood, F.R.S. (1730-1795), 
and the succeeding generations of this great firm. 

The catalogue itself is a handsome book listing 295 items, 
with many excellent photographs, some in colour, together 
with a list of the firm’s trade marks, date marks, and registry 
marks, and a glossary of pottery items. 





IN PARLIAMENT 





Continuation of Control 

A motion to annul the Control of 
Building Operations (No. 16) Order, 
1951, which continues for a further 
year from July 1 the restrictions on 
building operations to the amount of 
£100 for residential properties and 
£500 in respect of commercial build- 
ings, was moved by Mr. Black shortly 
before three a.m. on August 1. 

He said that when this type of con- 
trol was introduced in 1941 it was 
clearly intended as an emergency 
measure in wartime conditions, and no 
one then contemplated that it would 
still be in operation six years after the 
end of the war. He put three ques- 
tions on the continuation of the control 
—(1) could it be justified? ; (2) were the 
limits appropriate in present circum- 
stances?; (3) was the present method 
of control appropriate? 

On the first point, he argued that the 
onus of proof rested on the Minister 
who desired to continue the control. 
On the second, he pointed out that the 
figure of £100 remained what it was 
10 years ago, but the value of money 
was to-day not much more than half 
what it was then, the cost of repairs to 
buildings was now nearly double, and 
the amount of work which could be 
done without a licence to-day was only 
about half what it was in 1941. In his 
view the limit for residential properties 
should be increased at least to £200. 

On the third point he maintained 
that the method of control had become 
inappropriate and produced unjustifi- 
able inequalities and inconsistencies. 
How could a control which enabled 
only the same amount to be spent on 
all properties—whether a one-room 
flat or a mansion containing 100 rooms 
—be justified? The Minister might 
say that he was able and willing to 
grant licences permitting a larger sum 
to be spent where it was impossible for 
the cost of repairs to be contained 


within £100. But in one borough in 
the Parliamentary division of Wimble- 
don something like 1,200 licence appli- 
cations were dealt with in a year, and 
at that rate local authorities over the 
whole country with dealing with 
900,000 applications a year for licences 
to carry out work in excess of the limits 
permitted under the Order. This vast 
system of controls and paper work 
could no longer be justified. 


Mr. Nabarro, seconding, proposed 
that the residential property limit 
should be raised to £250. There was 
no great shortage of materials, and 
while there was a shortage of building 
labour in some parts of the country 
there was a considerable reserve of 
jobbing labour available in many towns 
that could not be used for new con- 
struction but which ought to be used 
for maintenance and conversion work. 


The Minister of Works insisted that 
the reason for the Order was the fact 
that the essential building programme 
—housing, power stations, factories, 
industrial buildings, and the defence 
programme—was such that unless 
there was some control of less essential 
work and the use of materials and 
labour, they would not get the essen- 
tial, vital part of the building pro- 
gramme done. It was not in accord 
with the facts to talk about a surplus 
of materials being available or about 
there being a great reservoir of build- 
ing labour anywhere in the country. 
There was a considerable outstanding 
demand for all types of building trade 
labour. 

What part of the building pro- 
gramme was to be cut down to make 
possible an increased amount of work 
which could be done without licence? 
It would be agreed that the essential 
new works, which took by far the big- 
gest share in terms of value, ought to 
go on. The remainder, covering the 
general miscellaneous field, was divided 
roughly into two—the unlicensed 
work under the £100 and £500 limits, 


and the licensed work. He had exam- 
ined the limits closely to see whether 
they were right, considering represen- 
tations that they should be increased, 
and also representations that they 
should be reduced because of the great 
number of vacancies for labour and 
the fact that there were no spare 
materials for the essential programme. 
He consulted the National Consulta- 
tive Council of the Building Industry 
and came to the conclusion that the 
right thing to do was to keep the limits 
where they were. On the whole, the 
effect of the increased building pro- 
gramme just about offset the effect of 
the increased costs, and he thought the 
balance would remain about right for 
another year. The Order, in fact, re- 
duced the amount of paper work by 
allowing £300 million work of work to 
be done without licences. Having 
regard to available labour and materials 
he could not increase the limit this 
year. The Order was only for one 
year, and at the expiry of the current 
Order it would be a matter for con- 
sideration whether it would be an ad- 
vantage to change it. 

Mr. Black was not convinced by this 
reply, but accepted the suggestion that 
there would be a review before the 
Order was renewed next year, and 
would have been content to withdraw 
his motion. Some Labour M.P.s in- 
sisted on a vote, and the motjon was 
defeated by 207 to none. 


New Towns Labour 
Major Guy Lloyd asked the Minister 


of Local Government and Planning 
what was the total labour force engaged 
in building houses in all the new towns 
during 1950; and how many houses 
were completed in that year. 

Mr. Lindgren, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, told him that the average number 
of men engaged in building houses in 
all the new towns in England and 
Wales during 1950 was 1,294. The 
number of houses completed in that 
year was 522. (Aug. 2.)

THE COUNCIL FOR CODES OF 
PRACTICE FOR BUILDINGS has now 
issued in final form Code 121.101, “ Brick- 
work,” which deals with brickwork in 


general and with the erection of brick 
walls in particular. It contains detailed 
recommendations on the quality and type 
of materials for various purposes, includ- 
ing bricks for internal and external use, 
and materials for mortar. Recommenda- 
tions are given for materials suitable for 
damp-proof courses, sills and lintels, cop- 
ings, metal reinforcement, flashings and 
weatherings and for air-bricks and wall- 
hes. 

The section dealing with design con- 
tains information on the exclusion of rain 
penetration (including a table on the suit- 
ability of different types of walls for 
various exposure conditions), on fire-resis- 
tance and fire-grading of brick walls, on 
thermal transmittance and stresses, sound 
insulation, control of shrinkage cracking, 
and durability. Recommendations are 
given on the mixing proportions for mor- 
tars, and information is included on bond- 
ing, jointing and pointing, damp-proof 
courses, spacing of wall-ties, bearings on 
floors and roofs, parapets and copings, 
metal flashings and weatherings. 

Recommendations in the section dealing 
with work on site cover storage, methods 
of setting out, laying of damp-proof 
courses and bricklaying generally. The 
actual mixing of cement mortar, Portland 
cement/lime mortars, and lime mortars 
are dealt with in detail. 

Appendices contain specification clauses 
for hydraulic limes and quick-hardening 
‘limes. A table is included giving sound 
insulation data in respect of brick walls 
with or without linings. 

The Code contains twenty-seven figures, 
among which are diagrams illustrating the 
position of damp-proof courses in solid 
and hollow walls and parapet walls.

Sand 


T does not seem that there is a sufficient 
appreciation of the great importance 
that this material plays in building. As I 
travel about I make a practice of looking 
very carefully at the sand being used for 
mortar, plastering and rendering as the 
proper selection of this material can con- 
tribute much to the avoidance of subse- 
quent trouble. It is of the utmost im- 
portance to realize that sands suitable for 
concrete are not necessarily suitable for 
plastering and vice versa. 

There are two extremely valuable pub- 
lications on this subject which all who 
build should examine, as a memory re- 
fresher, from time to time. These are 
“Sands for Plasters, Mortars and Render- 
ings,” Bulletin 7 in the National Building 
Studies Series (H.M.S.O., price 9d. net) 
and B.S.882 for Natural Aggregates (in- 
corporating B.S. 1198, 1199 and 1200 for 
sands for various different applications). 
The information in these two documents 
is invaluable as really practical guidance. 

I use the term “ Sand” here to describe 
naturally occurring sand and the smaller 
parts of crushed sandstone. The sizes of 
the particles in a sample of sand are of the 
utmost importance as is also the relation- 
ship of the various sizes to each other, 
which is normally called the grading. The 
amount of silt and clay material in the 
sample affects the material greatly and 
requires very careful control. Salts and 
inorganic impurities can be the cause of 
trouble whether soluble or 
water; those soluble can, of course, be 
removed by adequate washing; those 
which may be a nuisance are iron com- 
pounds, iron pyrites and mica, while the 
presence of sea-salt often causes damp- 
ness, efflorescence and corrosion of metal- 
work. Organic impurities such as humus, 
coal and industrial wastes may be very 
troublesome and special care is needed to 
ensure that they are not present. 

The best procedure to adopt in order 
to know what are the properties of samples 
of sand offered for purchase is to ask for 
a certificate of compliance with the B.S. 
as any good supplier should be carrying 
out regular testing and should therefore 
have the essential information readily 
available. Experience has taught me that 
the examination by handling, even when 
carried out by an experienced person, can 
be helpful but can also be misleading, as 
can be the simple tests so often carried out 
on the site. Time usually does not allow 
of small-scale trials and even these are 
only of partial value unless continued for 
a long time in order to show the possi- 
bility of drying shinkage, efflorescence, 
dampness due to salt and reactions to the 
weather. 

The grading of sand matters greatly, 
especially in relation to its ultimate use, 
so as to avoid insufficient or excessive 
quantities of fine material. A proper mix- 
ture of all sizes is essential, and for that 
reason usi: should be made of the guidance 
set out in the B.S. for the relationship of 
the sizes to each other and to the whole. 
The sizes and quantities are ascertained 
by passing the sand through a series of 
sieves. The grading has to be varied for 
both finishing and undercoats for plaster, 
for rendering and for mortars. 

A factor which should be watched 


insoluble in- 
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closely is the water content of the sand to 
be used as this not only influences the 
amount of water to be added when mixing 
materials but it also affects greatly the 
buik when quantities are measured out, as 
they usually are, by volume. The B.R.S. 
states that “a slightly moist sand having 
about 6 per cent water content may 
occupy ‘a volume 20-30 per cent greater 
than that of the same sand when dry.” 

Plastering requires a finer sample of 
sand, especially for finishing coats, than 
does external rendering, as the latter needs 
the coarser material to aid the reduction of 
shrinkage cracking even if this makes it 
harder to work. 

The reasons for having stressed the im- 
portance of the properties of sands for 
different purposes are entirely based on 
the need to avoid subsequent trouble with 
the finished work, so it is well worth while 
taking trouble at the start of a job to be 
sure the sands are properly selected for 
each of the various uses, even if it means 
paying prices above the minimum; higher 
prices for sand may be very cheap com- 
pared to the cost of putting faulty work 
right after the job is finished, apart from 
the reflection of bad work on the skill of 
those who approved the material
